Mr. Love introduced the following bill; which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Post Office and Civil Service 


A BILL 

To amend the Civil Service Retirement Act of May 29, 1930, 
as amended, to provide annuities for investigatory personnel 
of the Treasury Department who have rendered at least 
twenty years of service. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled , 

3 That section 1 (h) of the Civil Service Retirement Act of 

4 May 29, 1930, as amended (U. S. C., 1940 edition, Supp. 

5 V, title 5, sec. 691 (b) ) , is amended by adding at the 

6 end thereof the following new paragraph: 

7 “ (ii) Any officer or employee of the Treasury Depart- 

8 ment hereinafter named, who is at least fifty years of age 

9 and who has rendered twenty years of service or more in 
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1 any such position or positions may, on his own application 

2 and with the consent of the Secretary of the Treasury, retire 

3 from the service and such annuity of such employee shall 

4 he equal to 2 per centum of his average basic salary for 

5 the five years next preceding the date of his retirement, 

6 multiplied by the number of years of service, not exceeding 

7 thirty years —

“ ( 1 ) any agent, inspector, district supervisor, the 
Assistant to the Commissioner, the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, or the Commissioner of the Bureau of Narcotics; 

“(2) any inspector, sergeant, lieutenant, captain, 
district superintendent, or assistant district superintend- 
ent of the Customs Patrol Service ; any agent, agent in 
charge, assistant supervising agent, supervising agent, 
Treasury representative, or Treasury attache of the 
Customs Agency Service; the two assistant deputy com- 
missioners and the deputy commissioner of the Division 
of Investigations and Patrol, Bureau of Customs ; 

“ (3 ) any agent, agent in charge, supervising agent, 
the Executive Aide to the Chief, the Assistant to the 
Chief, the Assistant Chief or the Chief of the Secret 
Service; 

“ (4) any agent, special agent in charge, the Assist- 
ant to the Chief or the Chief of the Intelligence Unit; 
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1 charge, assistant supervisor (enforcement) , district 

2 supervisor, examiner (enforcement) , Chief of Raw Ma- 

3 terials Section, Chief of the Enforcement Division, 

4 Assistant Deputy Commissioner (Enforcement) in the 

5 Alcoholic Tax Unit, or the Deputy Commissioner in the 

6 Alcohol Tax Unit. 

7 Treasury Department employees may include, for the pur- 

8 poses of this paragraph, service in positions requiring the 

9 performance of duties similar to the above named in the 
19 Alcoholic Beverage Unit, Department of Justice; the Bureau 

11 of Prohibition, Department of Justice; the Bureau of Pro- 

12 hibition, Treasury Department; the Prohibition Unit, Bureau 

13 of Internal Revenue; and the special agency service of the 

14 Customs Service.” 
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
